eeacted  with  no  coneeivab4e  view,  except  to  embarmss  and  circiiid- 
icribe  the  franchise.  The  bill  begins  with  a  rei^  of  all  the 
Pfgigtratioa  clauses  of  the  Reform  Act,  and  concludes  with  their 
rfsenactiiieot  almost  in  the  same  words,  making  only  some  slight 
in  the  machinery  which  originates  the  first  process  of 
Biginration ;  transferring,  in  foct,  the  first  operations  from  the 
lisnds  of  the  Overseers  to  those  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace. 

That  such  a  change,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is  necessary  there  can  be 
ho  doubt.  We  have  narrowly  escaped,  if  we  have  escaped,  a  general 
rIectioD,  under  circumstances  in  which  a  great  number  of.  returns 
would  litve  been  insecure,  unless  supported  by  very  large  majorities  ; 
for  such  was  the  ignorance,  or  neglect,  of  their  duties  shown  by  the 
Oreneers  at  the  last  r^stratjon,  that  the  Hevising  Barristers  were 
frequently  induced  to  register  voters  contrary  to  the  letter  of  the 
Act,  rather  than  to  leave  whole  parishes  out  of  the  constituency. 
We  have  not  patience  yet  to  examine  closely  the  merits  of  the  new 
machinery ;  surely,  after  two  years’  experience  of  the  old  scheme 
and  the  gratuitous  assistance  of  all  the  llevising  Barristers,  some 
improveinent  will  have  been  effected.  We  perceive,  however,  at  a 
gtaoce,  some  absurdities,  infinitely  more  glaring  than  any  on  the 
face  of  the  old  Act.  The  objector  is  to  make  a  pritna  facie  case  in 
support  of  his  objection;  what  can  such  a  prima  facie  case  be, 
exc^  to  show  that  the  person  objected  to  has  no  qualification — to 
prove  a  negative  !  B  he  fails,  the  Barrister  has  no  discretion  but 
to  order  him  to  pay^ill  costs  to  the  party  objected  to.  Let  no  one 
be  fiattered  with  the  idea  that  this  will  promote  the  free  exercise  of 
the  franchise.  The  foul  inffuences  will  derive  inordinate  advantage 
from  this  provision;  and  the  ^reut  man’s  attorney  place  whom 
he  pleases  on  the  Register.  We  find  another  example  of  the  pre- 
postereus  in  certain  clauses  explanatory  of  three,  out  of  al^ut 
three  hundred,  questions  of  construction,  which  have  arisen  under 
the  old  Act.* 

The  hnprovements  of  the  Reform  Act  which  the  country  expects, 
and  expects  with  avidity,  are  such  as  never  entered  the  head  of  the 
soble  mtr^ucer  of  the  measure  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  ihe 
MUhor  of  the  pivsent  Registration  Bill.  There  were  (are  there  now  ?) 
it  the  Cabinet  some  who,  from  the  first,  doubted  tlic  policy  of  the  re¬ 
strictive  coudition  clauses,  and  strenuously  opposed  their  iutroduc- 
tioii,  perceiving  that  more  evil  would  be  produced  by  circumscribing 
the  constituencies  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  boroughs,  already  I 
too  small,  tlian  could  be  compensated  by  the  chimerical  advantage 
of  curtailing  those  of  about  twelve,  which  might  be  considered,  if 
tkat  be  possilde,  too  large.  As  the  present  is  a  Government 
Pleasure,  the  disposition  we  have  spoken  of  must  be  considered  to 
bare  evaporated  from  the  Cabinet  altogether ;  and  in  measures  such 
M  these  we  find,  not  only  the  evil  consequences,  but  some  cxplana- 
tion,  perliaps,  of  the  causes,  of  its  absence. 

By  the  restrictive  condition  clauses  of  the  Reform  Act,,  we  mean

possession  of  the  fitanchiae.  Moat  of  aM,  care  would  be  taken, 
a  . wise  Icghdater,  not  to  obatruct  the  discharge  of  these  duties  by 
any  iinp^iments  or  restrictions,  which  might  have  the  of 

tripping  up  at  random,  and  without  the  least  discrimination,  persons 
otherwise  well  qumlifi^  under  the  general  staudnrd  of  fitness.  The 


only  effect  of  such  obstacles  would  be,  to  thin  ihe  numbers,  without 
resjiect  of  persons ;  and,  if  diminution  of  numbers  were  the  ohfeet  m 
view,  it  would  be  more  simply  and  satisfactorily  obtained  setting 
the  original  and  main  stanua^  of  fitness  a  step  higher.  Ine  othw 


mode  of  decimation  cannot  even  be  said  to  tell  indifibrently  uooa 
the  good  and  bad,  the  fit  and  the  unfit,  voters ;  for  such,  we 
except  in  times  of  strong  excitement,  is  the  torpid  indilforen^  to 
general  politics  in  our  provincial  towns  (particularly  on  the  part  of 
those  persons  best  qualified  under  the  criterion  established),  that 
the  mere  partisan,  who  has  some  private  interest,  instead  of  tho 
public,  to  serve,  is  by  far  the  most  likely  person  to  surmount,  by 
vigilance  and  activity,  any  difficulties  by  which  the  exercise  of  hit 
right  may  be  surrounded. 

To  apply  these  observations — 

First,  to  the  condition  of  twelve  months  previous  occupation. 
In  what  manner  docs  this  enhance  the  criterion  of  the  voter’s  fiu 
ness?  A  man  who  has  lived  in  a  house  three  months,  or  ons 
month,  is  as  good  a  voter  as  after  he  has  lived  in  the  same  for 
twelve  months ;  the  only  difference  is  that  ha  is  nine  or  eleven 
months  older,  which  may  be  an  advantage,  or  it  may  not.  But  It 
may  be  said  (sec  Lord  Althorp’s  speech  in  Ttiursday’s  dd^te)  that 
this  condition  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  creation  of  occosioiial 
votes.  Notliiag  can  be  more  preposterous,  we  will  tny  fahe,  than 
to  insinuate  that  this  kind  of  imnehise  is  liable  to  occasioiiulity,  like 
the  old  borough  freehold  votes.  The  occupation  of  dwelling- 
houses  value  10/.  per  annum  must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  be  lionff 
fUe ;  it  is  not  transfririMtfrom  band  to  hand  for  election  purposes, 
like  a  piece  of  oJd  parchment ;  the  tenant  in  possession  must  have 
lialf  a  year’s  ndjj^to  quit,  at  least.  Besides,  the  process  of  regis¬ 
tration,  cominf^Pll  more  than  three  months  previous  to  any  |mmi« 
sible  use  of  thjKffgistcr,  would  alone  make  occasionalicy  impracti¬ 
cable  :  and  after  the  register  is  in  force,  the  voter  must  hold  on  to

the  day  of  This  argument  of  honest  Lord  Althorp’s  is,  to 
s[>enk  mildly^^Vy  contemptible. 

With  regard  to  the  effect  of  this  condition,  we  fear  it  is  too  little 
appreciated,  because  it  acts  insensibly  upon  individuals,  and  not 
masses  of  voters  ;  and  seldom  or  never  comes  licfore  the  Revising 
Barrister,  or  the  jmbiic,  in  any  shape.  Its  effect,  however,  in  dim£ 
uishing  the  constituencies  is  great,  and  constant,  and  universal — os 
may  lielieved  from  this  stuteiiient  of  its  operation:  the  time 
requisite  for  any  |>erson,  changing  his  residence,  to  acquire  or  renew 
his  franchise,  varies  from  fifteen  to  twenty-seven  months— twa 
years  and  a  quarter.  Observe  the  t  ffbet  of  this  on  the  last  K^s-* 
t ration  for  the  Borough  of  Merthyr  Tydvil.  We  give  this  instance, 
because  we  have  had  peculiar  opportunities  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  facts,  which  may  be  relied  on  as  strictly  authentic  and 
thoroughly  investigated.  The  parish  of  Merthyr  registered,  last  time; 
30H  voters  in  the  wliolc ;  in  the  same  parish  there  arc  134  !()/.  houses 
rated  and  paying  rates  to  the  poor,  the  occupants  of  which,  being  oilulc 
males,  are  not  roistered.  Of  this  number  of  10/.  houses,  Oi  had 
been  registered  in  the  preceding  Register ;  and  it  is  dbtinctly  ascer- 
certain^  that  42  out  of  the  Glnad  chang<^  hands,  and  were  oniitu^ 
from  the  iniufiicient  residence  of  the  new  occupiers.  The  remainder 
of  the  134  were  omitted,  partly  from  the  same  cause,  and  partly 
from  the  effect  of  other  restrictive  conditions.  Thb  mmy  M  a» 
extraordinary  case,  arising  from  an  unusual  Huctuatlon  of  Uadi  t 
but  the  same  thing  is  annually  taking  place,  to  same  extaol,  la  mttfg 
borough  through  the  kingdom.

indeed,  and  utterly  precarious  as  a  test  ot  their  comparative 
Htness  for  the  franchise ;  out  the  payment  before  a  day  certain,  hsw 
noChiiiif  whatever  to  do  with  the  matter ;  it  is  no  test  whatever ;  it 
is  rather  worse,  if  any  thing,  than  decimating  the  roten  at  random. 
Whose  arrears  does  the  tax-collector  or  the  rate-collector  look  up 
with  mort  vmilance  and  assiduity  ;  those  of  the  substantial  or  un¬ 
substantial  householder,  the  person  more,  or  the  pei^n  less,  re¬ 
spectable  in  station  ?  Which  of  them  is  naturally  and  in  the  usual 
course  of  things  allowed  to  run  the  longest  in  arrear  ?  Certainly 
not  the  one  who  is  the  poorer  and  has  the  less  credit  of  the  two. 
Almost  every  person  wno  reads  this,  will  have  felt  himself  to  have 
Incurred  very  nearly  the  risk  of  disfranchisement  from  this  cause  if 
he  have  not  actually  sufilered  it,  as  numbers  of  the  middle  classes 
have  done. 

Lastly— The  condition  of  six  months*  residence  previouslv  to  July 
"  i  peculiarlv  upon  tlie  more  respectable  classes 
lie  humbler  ehm  oi  householders  is  always  resident ;  it 
class  alone  who  are  occasionally  absent  so  as  to  incur

tntAj  what  effect  this  condition  mav  have  taken  upon  such  constitu¬ 
encies  as  those  of  Brighton  and  Cheltenham ;  but  we  have  heard 
many  complaints  from  these  quarters.  There  are  in  Brighton 
parish  alone,  which  is  not  the  whole  borough,  three  thousand  houses 
or  more,  value  per  annum,  yet  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
householders  of  IO/.<per  annum  registered  last  November.  This

has  only  had  another  exemplicatiofi  at  Oxford,  me  wnoie  spirit 
style,  and  train  of  the  affiiir  is  typified  in  Scott’s  admirable  descrip^ 
tion  of  tl^  old  Tory  lady’s  reception  of  Claverhouse,  Id*  the  tower 
of  Tillietudlem.  Oxford  is  personified  bv  the  ancient  Tory 
the  Lady  Margaret  Bellenden,  and  we  snail  not  be  at  a  loss  for  s 
parallel  to  Goose  Gibbie’s  honorary  degrees  in  chivalry.  Our 
Claverhouse  seems  disposed  to  repose  on  the  honours  of  Tillietud. 
lem  rather  than  march  against  the  enemy,  and  this  backwardoess 
is  most  pathetically  deplored  by  his  more  eager  partizans. 

The  observations  of  the  Standard  are  highly  curious,  and  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  distracted  counsels  of  the  Tories : — 

Nothing  but  s  timid  or  an  insane  policy,  on  the  part  of  the  Collse^ 
vative  leaders,  can  render  a  revolution  possible.  We  ouglit  to  ask  pardon 
for  admitting  the  hypothesis  of  an  insane  policy,  but  we  admit  that 
IMMsibility  oiriy  to  repudiate  it.  We  have  never  heard  any  Conaervstivr 
of  any  rank  approaching  to  the  highest,  who  wished  to  diiturb  ike  Reform 
BiU-^tke  inwane  policy  to  which  we  attude.  The  Reform  Bill  wss  a  bad 
measure,  but,  we  do  not  say  it  for  the  first  time  now,  some  reform  wts 
absolutely  necessary,  and  consequently  even  the  bill  that  we  have  got  u 
not  altogether  destitute  of  some  advantages.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  tbs 
law,  and  all  who  opposed  it  upon  the  principle  that  change  b  an  evil,  m 
undoubtedly  it  is,  are  now  bound  to  maintain  it  in  its  intuit j.  The 
timid  policy,  however,  is  that  of  which  we  arc  most  afraid<---and  for  the 
sake  of  all — for  the  sake  of  leaders  as  well  as  followers,  we  are  most 
anxious  that  it  be  spurned — for  our  Ic^adcrs  may  be  well  assured  that,  if 
they  now  show  any  evidence  of  a  disporition  to  retreat,  they  will  be 
sux])ectcd  of  worse  than  want  of  judgment  or  want  of  political  courage. 
Every  act  of  their  whole  lives  will  Im  carefully  contemplated  U^etlwr, 
each  reflecting  its  light  upon  the  rest. 

The  Standard  here  admits  that  there  are  members  of  the  Tory 
party,  though  not  the  hi^host,  who  propose  to  disturb  the  Refortn 
Bill,  and  we  know  that  it  is  the  project  of  the  faction  to  destroy  t^ 
effect  of  the  Reform  Bill  by  a  partial  extension  of  the  fraochue  ia 
the  direction  of  their  influences.  But  to  proceed  with  the  Standard— 

The  truth  is,  that  the  country  was  never  more  soundly  Conservative 
that  at  this  moment ;  but,  alas  !  tlmy  who  would  represent  it  otbefwk* 
derive  too  much  countenance  for  the  delusion  from  the  divided  and  timb 
councils  of  the  Conservative  leaders.  Dbtrust  of  the  fidelity  and  seal  of 
the  people  is,  we  fear,  likely  again  to  do,  what  distrust  always  does, 
create  its  own  justification.  There  are  men,  honest,  able  men,  who,  we 
grieve  to  say,  despair  of  restoring  the  balance  of  the  constitution,  except 
through  the  dreadful  process  of  revolutionary  change.  These  men  look 
on,  therefore,  with  the  complacency  of  despair  at  every  step  in  the 
gress  to  revolution ;  instead  of  employing  the  irresistible  power  which 
they  might  command,  to  obviate  the  danger  by  a  bold  resistance.  Now 
surely  this  is,  in  every  view,  a  nibtaken  policy.  Mistaken,  first,  ss  to 
the  cround  of  neces.Hitv  for  it :  next,  as  to  its  urobalile  result.

stituencies.  One  cannot  help  being  struck  by  the  tenderness  shown 
in  the  Reform  Act  to  the  county  voters  as  compared  with  their 
brethren  of  the  boroughs. 

The  period  of  possession  of  a  freehold  county  franchise  used  to 
be  twelve  months;  it  was  reduced  by  the  Reform  Act  to  six ;  and 
we  do  not  fiml  the  newly  created  50/.  tenant-at-will  voters  incum¬ 
bered  with  any  such  conditions  as  those  we  have  been  discussing. 
The  reason  of  the  distinction  is  obvious ;  the  criterion  of  electoral 
fitness  U  of  little  consequence  in  the  case  of  the  50/.  tenant-at-will ; 
who  has  generally  some  kind  friend  at  hand  able  and  willing  to  assist 
bis  judgment ;  nor  was  it  thought  desirable  perhaps  to  tbin  the 
ranks  of  those  vnobjectionable  voters. 


•no  erri^  almost  always  in  diminution  of  the  real  number.  The 
ultimate  source  from  which  all  such  information  is  drawn  is  the 
rate-book  of  the  overseer,  than  which  nothing  can  be  more  fiillacious, 
the  teodeocy  of  all  parochial  assessment  being  to  set  down  some- 
tkiag  less  than  Uie  real  value.  From  extensive  opportunities  of 
personal  observation,  we  should  state  the  everege  number  of  per¬ 
sons  d'isfranchised  by  the  restrictive  condition  clausee  to  be  about 
one-third  of  the  whole  numlicr  who  would  be  otherwise  entitled. 
Gases  abound,  we  have  no  doubt,  in  which  the  proportion  is  much 
more  monstrous.  Take  tbe  cases  of  Brighton  and  Merthyr  above- 
mentioned  ;  and  look  at  the  500  voters  for  Halifax  (we  quote  from 
memory)  out  of  a  |>opulation  of  34,000.  The  number  of  small 
boroughs  with  constituencies  register^  of  100,1^00,  ond  300  voters 
is  very  great.  Of  these  again,  only  a  fraction  find  their  way  to  the 
poll.  When  we  consider  a/piin  that  in  many  of  these  the  old  rights 
reserved  are  gradually  wearing  out,  we  shall  fall  little  short  of  the 
eonvictiou,  the  only  security  against  rotten  boroughs  it  to  be 
found  in  that  Reform  of  the  Reform  Act,  against  which  Lord  John 
BusseU  has  taken  kit  formidable  stand. 

Mote  of  the  alxive  was  written  liefore  Thursday’s  <lcbatc  on  the 
aeritorious  mol'ion  of  Colonel  Evans ;  which  was  negatived  by  a

They  are 
surround  hy  perSoiiB  irilereated  in  concealing  from  theinl  the  real 
strength  of  the  s^le  party  in  tlie  country ;  because  whatever  is  conceded 
to  such,  if  we  may  call  it,  nnrty  strenj^h,  is  so  niuah  detracted  from  the 
Tslue  wd  claim  to  reward  of  tlie,  iudividual’a  support.  Nevertholeas, 
though  the  task  is  difficult,  it  is  not  too  inuch  for  a  great  mind  ;  and  it  is 
to  the  preservation,  tlnroughoiit  the  country,  of  that -Conservative 
spirit  by  which  only  revolution  Can  be  obviated. 

It  is  clear  that  the  trimming  miiieu  system  is  drawing  to  a  close ; 
a  precipitation  is  in-process,  and  opinions  are  tending  to  settle 
according  to  their  affinities.  Men  must  soon  take  up  their  positions, 
either  with  the  Retrograde  or  the  Movement  division  of  the  country. 
As  the  conflict  of  the  two  sets  of  principles  approaches,  the  strag-

THE  LAST  APPOINTMENTS. 


The  last  poupdet  have  been  added  to  the  Gfey  Government.  The

The  motive  of  the 
appointment  somasses  understanding,  but  if  It  was  intended  to 
furuiah  matter  for  astonishment  and  amusement,  it  completely 
answered' the  purpose.  •  Lord  Grey  seems  resolved  to  exemplify  the 
truth  of  Oxen8tiem*8'8a3ring,  and  to  show  with  how  little  wisdom 
nations  can  be  governed.  8o  many  Fribbles  were  never  before  seen 
in  office.  •  •  * 

All  that  is  said  for  Mr  Byhg,  the  new  Lord  of  the  Treasuiy,  is, 
that  he  is  the  son  of  h|^  father,  and  nephew  of  bis  uncle.  These 
are  excellent  genealogical  qualifications,  and  surely  as  much  ought 
to  be  said  for  the  Marquis  of  Conyngharo,  who  is  son  of  his  father, 
utti  of  his  mother*  too.  The  Chronicle  states,  **  Mr  Byngis  a  son 
“  of  Sir  John  Byng,  and  a  nephew  of  Sir  George  Byng-^a  name 
*Mong  identifieu  with  the  principles  of  general  remrm.*’  The

A  man’s 
honour  is  better  understood  than  expressed  In  bis  own  orator^'.^ 
The  talk  of  it  is  as  injudicious  as  a  woman’s  talk  of  her  virtue  i  it  is, 
as  if  a  lady  should  say,  f  I  feel  that  as  a  woman  of  virtue  I  ought 
“  to  accept  the  offer  of  marriage,  and  my  friends  will  thitik  that  *ns  a 
“  woman  of  virtue  I  did  rjght.’*  When  such  stress  is  laid  on  a  virtue, 
which  ought  to  be  supposed  as  a  matter  of  course,  people  arc  apt 
to  suppose  that  something  strong  has  been  present  to  the  mind. 

After  all;  however,  it'appears  that  Mr  Abercromby  accepted 'office 
as  authors  publish  books,  at  tlie  solicitation  of  friends.  With  per¬ 
fect  sincerity  the  friends  of*  the  Ministry  could  assure  Mr  Aber¬ 
cromby  that  his  adhesion  would  be  useful  to  the  Ckivemment,  and 
there  cannot  be  a  doubt  thtit  as  useful  to  the  Government,  they 
must  have  assumed  it  useflit  to  the  public  ;  but  did  Mr  Aliercromby 
rely  on  this  assurance  ?  Has  he  joined  the  Ministry  with  no  better 
securities  for  a  just  policy  ttian  the  vouching  of  its  friends  ?  Aflcr 
this,  it  is  somewhat  alarming  to  hear  Mr  Abercromby  giving  warn¬ 
ing  that  his  votes  will  not  be,*  on  all  occasions,  the  same  as  if  were 
unconnected  with  Government;  and  but  for  a  statement  which 
shortly  followed,  we  should  already  have  began  to  de8|)air  of  Mr 
Abercromby.  The  redeeming  passage  is  ns  follows ;  and,  had  it 
stood  unmixed  with  the  hacknied  appeals,  and  unmeaning  explana¬ 
tions,  to  which  wc  have  adveited,  tnere  would  have  been  every 
thing  of  good  promise  :

THE  IRISH  TITHE  BILL. 


(  From  tlie  TVmes. ) 

On  looking  at  the  printed  copy  of  the  amended  Irish  Tithe  Bill,  we 
2nd  that  the  **  appropriation"  clause  or  clauses,  which  in  the  former  bill 
anticipated  the  possibility  of  a  surplus,  after  providing  for  the  ^tual 
wants  of  tbe  church,  but  pledged  tbe  country  against  any  alienation  of 
that  surplus  to  other  than  the  service  of  the  church  itseli;  have  been  ex¬ 
punged  by  Ministers.  Tbe  effect  of  this  is  that  tlie  whole  ouestion 
remains  open  for  future  arrangement ;  and  that  no  hint  is  offered  by  the 
framers  of  the  bill — 1st,  as  to  the  existence  of  any  surplus  of  church 
revenue  beyond  what  may  be  requisite  for  the  payment  of  officiating 
clergymen; _ ^2d,  as  to  the  rightful  destination  of  such  excess. 

If  we  compr^end  exactly  the  cause  of  Mr  Stanley's  secession  from 
the  Cabinet,  it  was  that  the  right  hon.  gentleman  insuted  on  the  reten¬ 
tion  in  the  Irish  Tithe  Bill  of  that  clause  which  confined  the  application 
of  every  sliilUngof  the  church  revenue  exclusively  to  the  uses  of  the  esta¬ 
blishment  itself.  The  bill  therefore  is  now  in  that  state  to  which  the 
remaining  part  of  the  Cabinet— that  is  to  say,  the  anti- Stanley  portion  of 
it— was  desirous  that  the  bill  sliould  be  reduced.  But  if  Mr  Stanley 
was  dissatisfied  with  that  (bnn  of  proceeding,  if  he  insisted  on  having  a 
iKNid  against  any  alienation  of  any  possible  surplus, /or/tori,  we  presume, 
will  the  Conservative  parties,  both  in  the  Commons  and  the  I.ords,  lie 
eager  to  restore  the  bill  to  that  state  in  which  it  stood  prior  to  Mr  Stan¬ 
ley's  resignation.  It  appears  to  us,  therefore,  that  tlie  form  which  the 
ptmanvlings  on  this  great  question  are  about  to  take  will  lie  a  motion  by 
the  high  church  party— Ist,  in  the  Commons  for  the  reinstatement  of  the 
appropriation  clause— a  motion  of  which  it  requires  no  gift  of  prophesy  to 
predict  the  decided  rejection,  and  by  a  lar^  m^ority  ;  2d,  after  the  bill 
s^l  have  been  sent  to  the  Ilouse  of  Lortu,  and  in  the  proper  stage  (if  it 
should  ever  arrive  at  that  stage)— vb.,  the  coiamittee— a  motion  will  no 
doubt  be  nuule  to  tie  up  the  question  of  alienation  of  church  property, 
and,  as  surely  as  such  a  motion  shall  be  made,  so  surely  will  the  installa¬ 
tion  ma«lness  carry  it  against  the  Ministry  of  Earl  Grey. 

'DuU  clause,. then,  fonuing  a  portion  of  the  bill,  it  will  be  sent  bock  to 
the  l|ouse  of  CJoimnons,  and  again  rejected.

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our  old  theologians  and  dWines.  There  is  an  earnest  eloquence 
which  reminds  us  occasionally  of  Milton’s  prose.  We  lengthen  our 
quotations  with  pleasure  .* — 

Again,  our  creed  is  a  rerelation  from  the  Deity,  immediately  declared 
to  us  in  certain  books,  but  books  written  under  inspiration  from  God : 
they  contain,  therefore,  the  truth,  the  whole  Uuth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth ;  and  all  their  precepts,  as  containing*  rules  of  life,  are,  besides, 
equally  true  and  of  etjual  importance.  Hence  a  fantastic  morality,  which 
dwells  on  things  indiflerent,  on  meats  and  days  and  petty  observances— 
a  mint  and  cummin  morality. 

Our  creed  also  diflfers  from  all  other  creeds,  and  is  the  true  creed ; 
it  is,  therefore,  the  only  true  creed.  Now  the  object  of  all  creeds  is  to 
point  out  to  man  tlie  road  to  God*s  favour  ;  and  there  is  but  one'road, 
and  to  that  road  the  Christian  books  alone  can  direct  him.  Hence  the 
popular  Christian  belief,  that  none  can  be  wise  or  good  who  do  not 
possess  their  books.  But  the  possessors  of  these  books  themsdves  eaplain 
their  contents  in  various  ways ;  and  each,  following  up  the  exclusiveness 
which  he  attaches  to  his  notions  of  religion,  claims  fdr  himMtf  and  his 
party  the  only  true  interpretation  of  the  Christian  law.  Hence  a  nar- 
rowness  of  moral  and  dogmatical  ideas  ;  hence  a  neglect  of  the  spirit  of 
religion,  and  a  strenuous  and  superstitious  dining  to  the  litend  transla. 
tion  of  the  Christian  liooks  and  ordinances,  without  regard  to  the  tiines 
when  they  were  written,  and  the  occasions  which  called  them  forth.

For  fourteen  centuries  Christianity  has  been  the  religion  of  Europe ; 
for  four  centuries  it  has  been  essentially  the  religion  of  our  people  ;  its 
books  are  in  their  hands,  its  precepts  have  been  their  earliest  lessons,  and 
to  its  God  they  have  lisped  their  infant  prayers : — and  where  do  we  now 
stand  ?  Have  we  travelled  on  towards  the  land  of  promise,  where  each 
man  shall  sit  under  his  oww  fig<tree,  and  deal  out  to  his  children  the 
words  of  peace  and  truth  and  universal  love  ?  Or  are  we  still  the  slaves 
of  days  and  ordinances,  and  still  toiling  under  the  encumbrance  of  vain 
ceremonies  ?  Do  we  not,  as  in  the  first  days,  even  now  hear  the  sound 
of  heresies  and  heretic  ?  and  do  we  not,  even  though  we  should  be  no 
more  obedient  to  a  church,  still  follow  our  spiritual  guides,  who  dispute 
about  modes  of  faith,  and  separate  themselves  and  us  from  our  neighbours, 
and  all  for  the  love  of  God  ? 

Besides  this  of  humility,  there  are  other  precepts  which  corrupt  our 
civil  and  political  morality.  These  are  obedience  to  the  powere  that  be,  and 
patience  under  injuriee. 

Patience  under  injuries — injuries  which  proceed  fiom  individuals— is 
a  good  precept,  and  one  which  the  man  of  high  morality  and  the  wise 
man  will  ever  act  upon.  *  Accidents  they  will  not  feel  as  injuries ;  due 
allowance  they  will  ever  make  for  those  ill  moments  to  which  all  men 
are  liwle ;  passion  or  misconception  they  will  pardon  and  forget,  but 
they  will  avoid  him  whose  life  is  one  fit  of  passion,  and  the  ^ity  nialico 
of  a  mean  spirit  they  will  overlook,  though  they  will  never  hold  its  autlior 
to  their  bosoms—

—Patience  under  injuries  is,  however,  also  a  civil  precept ;  and,  jedned 
with  that  much-honoured  command  of  obedience  to  the  powers  that  be, 

forms  at  once  a  basis  and  excuse  for  much  servile  morality.

Obedience,  then,  to  the  powers  that  be,  save  where  prudence  cemmaiids 
or  sanctions  it,  is  a  bad  precept.  Obey  the  laws but  that  power, 
executive  or  legislative,  which  is  exercised  ui^ustly,  or  which  from  its 
greatness  may  be  injurious,  you  should  put  out  your  strength  to  destroy.  | 
That  is  your  duty.  And,  therefore,  upon  injury  received  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  his  country,  or  upon  knowle<lTO  of  any  abuse,  a  man  must  be 
loud  in  his  plaints — a  bawler  in  the  pumic  ear.  He  must  he  indUfrrent 
to  the  hue  and  cry  that  is  raised  against  him — he  must  be  content  to  have 
his  motives  vilified  and  Ills  name  hung  up  to  scorn  ;  fori  beddes  those 
whose  interests  are  attacked,  there  will  ^ways  be,  1  fear,  a  crowd  of  Utile 
spirits,  their  friends  and  flattered  supporters,  who  have  so  long  stood  In 
admiration  of  their  own  ugly  dwar^hness,  that  tliey  have  grown  ena¬ 
moured  of  their  deformity,  and  have  set  it  up  as  a  Jos  for  worship  ;  and 
who,  therefore,  when  propitiated  by  some  trifling  incense,  join  in  the  yell 
against  all  who  overlook  them,  and  t|fus  condemn  their  pettiness ;  and 
though  each  is,  in  himself,  nothing,  they  croak  together  and  everlastingly 
— and,  the  IdUiputians  united,  at  length  mastered  the  man  mountain. 
Heedless  of  these,  however,  though  aware  of  what  he  is  to  expect,  the 
honest  num  will  prosecute  his  cause — not  his  cause,  but  that  of  mankind. 
For  the  government  that  iidures  one  man  may  injure  another  t  it  bolds 
a  power  which  must  be  cliecked,  limited— and  that  is  the  peeuUar  oiBoe 
and  duty  of  good  men.  ... 

Our  next  generation  should  be  otherwise  Uugbt,  thou|^  many  gens 
rations  must  pass  away  ere  a  high  moral  and  a  noble  spirit  animirte  one 
people,  llie  sons  will  still  wear  the  impress  of  their  fthese*  iwimres  t 
in  the  human  mind,  as  in  the  blade  of  grass,  all  dcvelopemtat»  all  apprnneli 
to  perfection,  is  slow  and  graduaL 


ttv  or  his  parents.  Wtth  me  however,  i  believe,  is  the  common 
mankind  and  their  hbtory,  and  wUh  me  is  the  experience  of 

aoert^ then,  that  you  cannot  devclopc  religious  feeling  in  the  boy 
by  pressing  on  him  the  truth  of  this  or  that  creed,  and  the  duties  it 

to.  the  days  of  your  infiincy  and.boyhood  ;  you  hung  with 
flight  over  the  simple  Ules  of  the  Bible.  But  your  ideas  of  God  and 
they  orthodox  Christianity  ?  I  do  not  ask,  what  you  said 
YOU  believed,  .what  was  your  nominal  creed  ; — but  whether  you  had  a 
Jfied.  and  what  that  creed  was  ? 

You  bad  no  creed — but  indefinite  notions,  and  recurring  at  distant 
intervals,  of  a  Being  hish,  and  powerful^  and  good,  and  to  be  propitiated 
god  honoured  by  good  dc^ ;  and,  at  times,  wonder  and  doubt  whether 
TOO  might  not  deceive,  and  hide  from  him  some  wicked  deed  :  love  for 
^rist,  even  to  tears,  for  him  who  loved  little  children,  who  did  good  to 
the  poor  and  the  sick,  and  the  lame  and  the  blind,  him  who  hungered 
tnd  thirsted,  and  bad  not  where  to  lay  his  head,  and  whom  wicked  men 
beat  a^  betrayed  and  crucified. 

This  was  your  religion,  and  a  religion  ^ood  and  tiue  ;  a  religion 
which,  allowed  to  deveiope  itself  naturally,  might  have  shed  a  kindly  and 
beneficent  influence  over  the  whole  of  your  life  ;  but  your  parents  would 
bore  you  with  a  catechism,  the  summary  of  their  creed  and  its  forms, 
both  matters  incomprehensible  and  unintelligible  to  you.  They  would 
force  you  to  listen  to  the  service  of  a  church,  over  wliich,  had  you  dared, 
you  willingly  had  slept ;  and  insisted  upon  the  performance  of  acts,  as 
duties,  whmh  in  your  eyes  were  purposeless  and  burdensome  ceremonies. 

Now,  what  is  the  natural  consequence  of  this  soi-disant  religious  edu¬ 
cation  ?  You  have  a  superstitious  respect  for  the  externals  ana  trappings 
of  a  religion  to  whose  soul  you  have  never  penetrated  ;  and,  though  you 
shrink  from  the  performance  of  what  you  believe  are  its  ordinances,  you 
smooth  down  your  ruflfled  conscience  by  venting  your  wrath  against 
thorn  who  dare  to  hint,  that  not  aU  of  them  are  necessary  to  either  man’s 
wdl'being  or  his  salvation.  You  tremble  before  your  religion — but, 
believe  me,  you  hate  it.  You  have  thrust  it  back  into  some  ^rk  closet 
of  your  heart,  where  it  sits  grim  and  spectre-like — and  prepared,  should 
intrusion  be  made  on  its  solitude,  to  catch  and  freeze  in  its  skeleton 
embrace  the  cheering  beauty  of  all  human  hope.  ' 

The  following  are  passages  of  great  power.  We  have  extracted 
the  latter  as  exhibiting  a  truth,  which  ought  to  be  growing  terrible 
to  the  haters  of  popular  education : — 

**  What,  not  teach  our  children  religion  ?  Arc  they,  if  they  should 
not'frel  the  want  of  a  Deity,  to  live  without  God  in  the  world  ?” 

I  have  never  said  that  you  are  to  leave  children  to  the  workings  of 
their  own  minds,  or  where  is  the  utility  of  education  ?  No,  it  is  your 
business  to  find  the  subjects  on  which  their  minds  are  to  work,  by  hints, 
questioos,  experiments ;  but  teach  them  nothing,  give  them  no  parrot 


degree,  not  In  kind.  They  poacea  the  same  powers ;  in  the  development 
of  mtellcet,  they  follow  the  tamt  laws ;  to  ^ch  are  given  the  same  fun- 
dsowntal  ideas  which  make  up  the  human  mind,  wi&out  which,  indeed, 
the  human  mind,  as  such*,’  cannot  exist.  Only,  in  the  one  case  they  lie 
nsssed  and  confused  together — in  the  other,  they  have  been  developed 
>ad  arranged ;  and  of  these  fundamental  ideas,  the  one  that  first  presses 
Hself  on  us  is  the  idea  of  God. 

Atheism  is  impossible.  The  cradled  infant,  soon  as  he  can  fit  language 
to  thought,  asks  of  his  doating  nurse — Who  made  him  and  the  world? 
The  pariah  crone  answers,  Gc^ ; — the  indolent  and  careless  Otaheitan, 
God ; — the  lowest  wretch  of  the  degraded  Pariahs,  God  ; — the  bloodiest 
of  the  cannibals  of  Africa,  God ; — and  the  child’s  heart  echoes  to  the 
nnwer.  The  Creator,  the  great  I  AM,  lives  in  the  child’s  heart. 

^  But  this  not  satisfies  us.  We  cannot  rest  till  the  child  honour,  not 
lu  God,  but  oure ;  we  must  teach  him  who  and  what  God  is ;  we 
'^onot  leave  him  to  his  own  simple  anthropomorphism  ;  we  must  terrify 
bim  with  that  anomalous  picture,  which  is  the  result  of  the  heaped  up 
^n^tions  oi  succeeding  ages,  differing  in  character  and  civilization. 
With  much  labour  we  accustom  him,  from  earliest  infancy,  to  a  jargon 
h>  him  unintelligible  ;  and  with  that  jargon  we  smother  in  him  the  pure 
*®d  necessary  idea  of  the  Deity. 

^  But^ut  aside  its  truth  or  falsehood,  is  not  a  creed — and  the  question 
^  »  state  ritual  necessarily,  but  of  a  creed  handed  down  by  their 

a  matter  of  utility  to  the  great  mass  of  men  ?  Can  we  expect 
ll^^hey  who  are  so  wcari^  and  fiiint  with  their  continued  struggles  for 
and  who  have  as  little  time  as  inclination  to  combat  error  or  pre- 
can  we  expect  that  they  should  now  busy  themselves  in  searching 
new  and  purer  forms  of  faith  ?  Why,  then,  disturb  their  repose, 
’^“^they  throw  over  to  others  thus  willingly  the  guardianship  of  their 
•*®ds ;  1^  why,  when  the  wants  of  religion  press  upon  tlieir  souls,  tear 
those  ccremoniee  and  that  belief  which  the  state,  or  the  priesthood, 
prepared  for  tliem  ? 

It  u  true,  the  great  crowd  of  men  cannot  alTurd  to  lose  a  prejudice ; 
*l**^wdbre,  to  the  man  who  robs  them  even  of  an  error.  But  this 
of  things  cannot  always  last.  Tlie  time  will  come,  and  is  not  for 
the  people  wBl  b^in  to  think,  and  to  think  for  them- 
.**  therefore,  your  interest  that  they  learn  to  think  justly — 
j^j*Tlxnd  that,  while  they  appreciate  the  efforts  you  have  made  to 
to  V  ^  moral  creation,  they  do  not  ascribe  these  efforts

We  must 
not  omit  to  notice  that  a  deputation  from  the  theatre  at  Oxford 
appeared  to  have  taken  |)os8ession  of  the  boxes,  and  that  all  pas¬ 
sages  in  this  most  aristocratic  play,  implying  contempt  of  the  people, 
were  exuberantly  applauded.

'Hie  house  Vent  into  committee,  and  the  Chaieman  read  the  COth 
clause  (relating  to  bastardy).  Mr  Robikson,  pursuant  to  notice,  moved 
that  this  clause,  and  the  following  clauses  to  the  73d  inclusive,  should  be 
omitted  from  the  bill.  He  contended  that  the  change  contemplated  in 
these  clauses,  by  which  the  support  of  illegitimate  children  was  to  be 
transferred  from  the  father  to  the  mother,  and  even  to  the  mother’s  father, 
was  most  unjust  and  monstrous.  It  would  increase  the  temptations  to 
seduction  and  infanticide.— Lord  ALTHoar  defended  the  proposed 
alteration,  and  contended  thgl  Cbt  question  should  not  be  argued  as  one 
of  feeling,  but  of  reason,  'fba  wmrut  cfTects  had  resulted  from  the  present 
sUte  of  the  law,  and  he  was  pvtpared  to  support  this  part  of  the  bill  as  a 

boon  for  the  licncfit  of  the  ftemalc  population. - Mr  Lloyd,  Mr  Est- 

court,  and  Mr  .Miles  wiidied  these  clauses  to  be  postponed. - Mr  E. 

BuLLEa  was  apprehensive  that  infanticide  and  other  evils  would  result 

from  the  bill,  if  passed  in  its  present  shape. - Lord  Ebrington,  Mr  C. 

Buller,  Mr  Grote,  Mr  W.  Whitmore,  add  Mr  Ewart,  resisted  the  post¬ 
ponement  or  omission  of  the  clauses.— —Mr  Bekett  denied  that  pcijury 
r^lted  from  the  present  law.  In  the  whole  course  of  thirty  years* 
primttcc  as  a  magistrate,  he  had  never  reason  to  suspect  that  any  woman 
who  had  sworn  a  child  before  Kim  had  pcijured  herself.  The  effect  of 
the  proposed  alteration  would  be  to  increase  tenfold  the  inducements  to 
child-murder.— —Mr  Cobbett  concumd  in  the  objections  to  the  clauses, 
and  referred  to  the  pension  list  as  an  example  of  the  different  spirit  in 
which  that  house  legislated  for  the  rich  and  the  poor.  After  consider¬ 
able  discussion  the  committee  divided — For  the  amendment,  33  ;  against 
it,  114:  majority  for  the  clause,  81.  Clauses  70  and  71  were  also  agreed 
to.  Clause  7*2  was  opposed  by  Mr  Robinsom,  who  said  it  was  really 
miel  that  the  grandmother  and  grandfather  of  an  illegitimate  child

llie  hon.  member  stated  that,  on  its  introduction  it  was  calculated  that 
tlie  reform  bill  would  create  a  rotllion  of  voters ;  but  experience  had  shown 
that  the  number  actually  entitled  to  vote  was  little  more  than  half  a  mil- 
lion ;  therefore  the  alteration  he  proposed  would  render  the  bill  mere 
efficient,  and-carry  more  fully  into  ^ect  the  intention  of  its  authors. 

Mr  Hume  seconded  the  motion,  and  observed  that  in  consequence  of  these 
restrictive  clauses  there  would  not  be  more  than  600,000  electors  at  the  neit 
registration.— Lord  Althorp  resisted  the  i^ion,  on  the  gronad  that  the 
restrictions  were  necessary  to  prevent  colliiaive  voting.  He  was  oonvmced 
that  the  government  had  selMtca  the  proper  franchise  and  it  wonld  be  fend 
that,  at  the  last  election,  most  of  the  new  constituencies  had  conducted  theoi- 
selves  remarkably  well.  He  was  surprised  to  hear  that  the  number  of  pfawe- 
men  in  the  house  was  so  great ;  but  tne  constituencies  knew  whether  the  per¬ 
sons  who  sought  their  suffrages  held  offices  or  not ;  and  if  thc^  chose  to  ek^ 
persons  holding  such  offices,  that  was  no  reason  for  revising  the  Reform  BilL 
—  — Mr  Roebuck  supported  the  resolutions.  Every  household  waa 
com|ielled  to  p^'  his  rates  and  taxes  on  a  certain  davi  if  he  wished  to  eajoj 
the  right  of  sufntige.  Now,  if  a  roan  did  not  pay  tnose  rates  and  taxes  1^  a 
certain  day,  he  lost  his  suffrage ;  but  the  state  did  not  lose  its  revenue,  fiir  it 
made  him  pay  its  taxes  afterwards,  and  that  being  the  case,  the  individual 
ought,  in  his  opinion,  to  retain  his  right  of  voting.  When  distress  penradtd 
the  country  the  poorer  class  of  voters  wonld  of  necessity  be  most  anxious  to 
make  their  cries  heard  by  the  Legislature,  and  yet  at  that  very  time  moat  of 
them  would  be  disfranchise  by  their  incapacity  to  pay  their  rates  and  taxes.

SPAIN. 

•  General  Alava,  one  of  the  worthies  of  the  Peninsular  war,  as  also  of 
the  late  constitutional  regime^  was  to  leave  Tours  on  the  20th  (  Friday 
hut)  for  Vittoria,  for  which  city  he  expects  to  be  appointed  a  Deputy 
to  the  approaching  Cortes.  The  General  is  a  man  of  distinguished 
ability,  as  his  account  of  the  battle  of  W'aterloo,  at  which  he  was  present, 
would  alone  testify.  But  his  long  exile  proves  him  to  be  an  honest,  as 
well  as  an  able  man,  and  we  have  no  doubt  his  return  will  be  productive 
of  benefit  to  his  country,  in  the  grand  struggle  in  which  she  is  engaged. 
After  the  suflierings  he  has  undergone  for  attempting  to  remove  the 
abuses  and  corruptions  the  old  system,  he  will  t^c  Imck  with  him  an 
unconquerable  antipathy  to  every  species  of  political  fraud  and  violence.

France  knows  not 
the  extent  of  the  loss  she  has  sustained  by  the  premature  death,  at 
an  early  age,  of  one  of  her  most  valuable  citizens.  M.  Conseil  waa 
one  of  the  most  instructed  and  clear-headed  men  in  France,  one 
who  combined  the  attainments  and  high  qualities  of  an- Englishman 
and  a  Frenchman  ;  and  no  man  was  more  earnestly  devoted  to  the 
good  of  his  country  and  the  cause  of  human  improvement. 

The  same  unfortunate  accident  had  nearly  licen  fatal  to  the  only 
other  man  in  France,  perhaps,  whose  loss  would  have  been  a  still 
greater  calamity — M.  Aniiand  (barrel. 

A  profligate  jury  kas,  in  contradiction  to  the  strongest  evidence, 
condemned  Messrs  Gervais  and  Guillemot  for  publishing  the  details 
of  some  of  the  horrible  outrages  perpetrated  upon  defenceless  pri« 
soners  by  the  Citizen- King's  Police  ;  but  the  puhlkity  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  has  answered  the  purpose  of  a  complete  exposure. 

Gulliver  remarks,  that  whenever  the  king  of  Lilliput  designed 
any  very  sanguinary  massacre,  he  prefaced  the  proscription  by  n  (^i^- 
sertation  on  his  clemency.  The  Queen  Repent  of  Spain,  after  a 
prologue  setting  forth  her  desire  of  consulting  “  the  true  interests 
of  the  enlightened  men  who  devote  themselves  to  the  noble  profes¬ 
sion  of  writing  for  the  public,  and  her  anxiety  that  they  should  not 
he  confounded  with  the  ignorant  and  the  malignant,**  proceeds  to 
issue  a  complicated  scheme  for  the  utter  extinction  of  the  liberty  of 
the  press.  Securities  and  a  license  arc  required  for  |>oliticnl  writ¬ 
ing,  and  a  censorship  established,  and  the  cflcct  of  the  whole  must 
be  to  Itavc  the  press  exclusively  iu  the  possession  of  tiic  iiltra-ser- 
vilcs  of  the  government — that  is  to  say,  of  the  serviles  who  write 
up  to  the  officious  servility  of  the  creatures  who  exercise  the  cen¬ 
sorship. 

The  treaty  of  the  four  powers  has  been  published.  Its  terms  re¬ 
late  entirely  to  the  settlement  of  the  contest  in  Spain  and  Portugal, 
whatever  other  applications  may  be  made  of  the  confctlcracy. 

We  must  not  be  unjust  to  the  House  of  Lords :  ns  a  house  of 
public  amusement  it  is  unrivalled.  To  be  sure  the  antertainment  it 
gives  is  not  of  the  most  moral  sort — it  is  somewhat  of  kin  to  that 
of  the  theatre  in  Paris  for  the  combat  of  animals.  On  Friday 
Lord  Eldon  set  upon  the  Lord  Chancellor.  Heaven  and  earth 
were  coming  together,  because  the  Chancellor  had  not  t)cen  in  the 
House  when  the  Judges  attended  it  to  jpve  an  opinion  on  a  Writ 
of  Error.  **  The  House  was  left  to  itself,  poor  thing  1**  white 
twelve  Judges,  in  the  absence  of  any  law  lord,  were  submitting 
their  opinions  to  its  supreme  judgment.  The  Chancellor  very 
shrewdly  reminded  the  afflicted  Karl  that  constitutionally  the  Peers 
must  be  supposed  competent  to  excrciiic  their  judicial.. powers 
without  the, aid  of  law  lords;  P^rs,  whether  by  birth  or  creation^ 
having  the  privilege  of  Judging  of  all  legal  matters,  and  nacesaarily, 
therefore,  they  must  be  assumed  more  wise  and  learned  than  any 
01  all  of  the  Judges.  Nothing  could  be  more  indiscreet  than  Lord 
Eldon's  implied  admission  that  Peers  were  not  as  much  bom  to 
legal  knowledge  and  judgment  as  to  their  titles  and  estates.  His 
Lordship,  endeavouring  to  recover  from  such  an  ugly  deviation 
into  truth,  launched  into  an  eulo^  of  the  House,  saying,  that 

the  House  was  considered  as  useful  a  house  as  any  other  house 
in  the  kin|;dom  ;*'  but  in  the  next  breath  forgetting  him-self,  and 
proving  the  proverbial  difficulty  of  keeping  such  pro|>oeitions  in 
consistency,  he  said,  **  the  House  bad  enough  to  do  to  retain  the 
respect  of  the  country  in  the  fiosition  in  wliich  it  was  placetl  !'* 
Alas,  poor  House  1  A  House,  according  to  the  showing  of  km 
staunciiest  friends,  which  depends  upon  its  forms  for  its  poor  rem¬ 
nants  of  dignity. 

Wc  have  always  thought  the  Dissenters  wrong  in  desiring  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  Universities,  and  the  Bill  in  progress  will  only  prove 
another  insult  to  them. 

In  answer  to  Sir  Uuticrt  Peel’s  question  whether  Mr  G.  Wood 
(the  author  of  the  bill)  meant  to  require  Dissenters  to  attend  the 
Established  Church,  the  answer  was  that  he  did*  I^ord  Althorp, 
however,  said  that  pottlUy  it  might  be  necessary  to  exempt  Dis¬ 
senters  from  attendance  in  chapel,  but  he  nddetl  his  cuntomanr 
formula  that  he  did  not  know  that  such  would  be  the  case.  It 
•iiould  be  observed  that  at  the  outset  of  his  siicech,  his  Lordship 
had  declared  himself  a  stout  Churchman,  declaring  to  Sir  IlolKit 
Peel  that  if  it  became  a  ouestion  whether  we  are  to  have  an 
Kstahlishcd  Church  or  not,  tie  would  be  found  as  read  to  supfiort 
the  Establislicd  Church  as  Sir  Hulicrt  Peel. 

Mr  Stanley’s  speech  in  this  debate  shows  the  cloven  foot,  and  . 
indicates  the  course  he  will  take  in  other  matters.  11c  said  that 
when  in  offlee  he  was  mure  favouralile  to  the  Bill  for  the  admission 
of  Dissenters  to  the  Universities  than  he  is  now.

And  what  is  the  consequence  of 
the  exclosioB  of*  the  child’s  eridence,  becaiise  be  cannot  state  the  iwmishment 
for  the  sin  of  lying  ?— why,  that  the  ruffian  capable  of  kicking  a  nm  child 
eight  years  of  age  escapes  unpunished.  And  tuis  kt  called  the  aominist ration 
of  justice.  There  is,  according  to  Mr  Chambers,  a  complete  impunity  for 
kicking  children  of  tender  years  who  cannot  etpbun  the  precise  punishment 
for  the  sin  of*  lying !  It  is  h^ly  desirable,  therefore  that  Mr  Chamhera 
slKMild  state  the  answer  that  will  satisfy  him,  and  distinct^  apocify  the  pnnisii- 
ment  for  the  sin  of  lying.  It  is  only  necessary  for  a  person  to  pretend  to  know 
w  hat  he  does  not  know,  and  he  is  qualified  to  give  evidence,  and  a  crediMs 
w  itness.

individuals.  Mr  Pascoe,  the  lai^lord  ot  the  Red  Lion,  with  great  humanitT 
assisted  the  poor  sufferers  in  their  escape  through  his  house,  a^  hi  en¬ 
deavouring  to  rescue  some  of  their  little  property  from  the  flnmrn _ Nnmeraas 

persons  in  the  neighbourhood  assisted  in  wiping  the  engines,  but  the  utmost 
praise  is  due  to  the  Rev.  Mr  Child,  the  excellent  curate  of  St  Botolph,  BU- 
nopsgate,  wlio  instantly  hastened  to  the  scene  of  the  fire,  and  during  severs] 
hours  worked  up  to  his  knees  in  water  at  the  engines  with  a  vigour’  that  as- 
tonished  everv  one,  and  acted  as  an  example  for  imitation  on  all  present.

— The  neiglibourliood  of  Limehousc  is  in  a  state  of 
great  excitement,  in  consequence  of  the  bo^  of  a  handsome,  respectably- 
draeand  young  woman  having  been  taken  out  of  Lhe  Regent's  Canal,  on  Friday 
narlit,  ander  circumstances  which  are  calculated  to  excite  a  suspicion  that  she 
a  victim  to  s<ime  foul  play.

Some  curiosity  has  been  manifested  among  tbe  mcmied  intereat  to  leara  in  what 
way  government  propooea  to  pay  off.  the  fourth  part  of  the  Bank  of  ^»|*rTnl 
capital,  as  arranged  when  the  barter  waa  ap^ed  to,  which  payment  falls  dae  in 
August  next,  especially  since  it  has  transpired  that  the  funds  held  in  reserve  lb 
that  purpoae  are  to  be  applied  to  pay  the  dtssentienta  to  the  reduction  of  the  4  per 
Cents.  It  was  believed  a  biorttimc  back,  diat  an  intention  existed  to  assign  over 
to  tho  Bank  an  amount  in  per  Cent,  stock  equivalent  to  the  capital  to  be 
redeemed,  but  thia  plan  ia  understood  to  have  been  abandoned  ainoe  it  became 
known  how  large  tlie  disaent  has  proved  to  the  redaction  of  the  4  ptr  cents.
